"We are already receiving indications of 

interest from retailers that . would be in- 
terested in placing .stores in Antioch as a 
result of the upgrading," Warren said. 

Another concern is the presence of un- 
developed land in the village.

How is such a large project being funded? 

"Tax Incremental Funding (TIF) is the 
vehicle with which we'll use to carry out our 
operation," said Warren. «.. 

, A TIF district (where the redevelopment is 
going to take place), was adopted through a 
village ordinance. The 1984 assessed value of 
the district will continue to generate tax 
revenues. The expected money being put into 
the district will generate revenues to fund 
the project. The money will come from 
varied sources, as the project is progressing, 
depending on how much and when it's 
needed. Investment bonds or the village are 
a few expected sources, according to 
Warren. r & . 

"We're on the edge of an exciting time for 
Antioch, said Warren.. 

"We want to see the village moving in an 
improvement direction," he added. 

A starting point is yet within the com- 
missions reach, according to Warren. 
Because of it being such a large project, 
there are many problems to be overcome, 
such as fragmented land ownership behind 
Main St., before redeveloping can begin. ,

Many people are not 
aware of what exactly the 
common weather terms 
mean. A heavy snpw fall 
warning usually means an 
exxpected snowfall of four 
inches or more in a twelve- 
hour period. . 

A warning for a blizzard is 
the most dangerous of all. 
warnings. A blizzard com- 
bines cold air, heavy snow 
arid strong winds" that blow 
the snow; about and may 
reduce visibility to only a 
few yards. This type of war- 
ning is only issued when the 
weather service expects con- 
siderable snow arid winds of 
35 miles per hour or more. A 
severe blizzardL warning 
means that* very heavy 
"snowfalTis expectal"as"weil~ 
as winds up to 45 miles per 
hour and temperatures of 10 
degrees or lower. 

Freezing rain or freezing 
drizzle is forcast when ex- 
pected rain is likely to freeze 
as soon as it hits the ground, 
putting a coat of ice on the 
roads and and other exposed 
objects. 

Sleet is small particles of 
ice. Enough' sleet ac- 
cumulated on the ground can 
make the roads very slip- 
pery and dangerous. 

For safety in the home the 
agency states that people 
should be prepared for home 
isolation for a week or two. 



— An adequate supply of 
heating fuel should be kept, 
on hand as well as emergen- 
cy heating heating equip- 
ment such as a camp stove. 

•—An emergency stock of 
food and water should be 
kept. Some of this food 
should be the* type that 
doesn't need refrigeration or 
cooking. 

—A battery powered radio 
and extra batteries should be 
kept on hand so that if the 
electricity is cut off, weather 
and emergency information 
could still be received. 

For safety while traveling 
the agency stresses that no 
one should travel during the 
storm unless it is absolutely 
necessary. If travel is 
necessary, several 
precautions should be taken. 

—Make sure the car is in 
good —condition, always - 
properly seviced and equip- 
ped with chains or- snow 
tires. 

r-Take another person 
with you if possible. 

—Maintain a full tank of 
gas. 

—Have emergency winter 
supplies such as a container 
of sand, shovel windshield 
scrapper, tow rope or chain, 
flashlight and blankets or 
sleeping bags. . 

—Travel by daylight and 
use major highways. Keep 
the radio on for emergency 
information and advice.. v%
